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Shiplake is a small village situated on the banks of the 
Thames amidst beautiful scenery, about four and a half 
miles from Reading, close to the point where the tributary 
River Loddon joins the parent stream. It boasts a pretty 
little church of considerable antiquity (rebuilt in 1869), 
wherein the late Lord Tennyson was married in the 
year 1850. 
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
